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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
The applicant's arguments are found to be persuasive. Claims 1-17 are allowable 
because the claimed subject matter is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art. None 
of the prior art teaches a method for processing heparin that is characterized by the use of 
drum dryers at atmospheric pressure or under a vacuum. 

The closest prior art is found in Kennedy et al. where a method of drying aqueous 
solutions of heat sensitive compounds using drums dryers is taught. The method taught 
though is for drying tertiary amine oxides that are used as surfactants and detergents. 
Also, the method is not directed toward biologically active compounds or 
pharmaceuticals as claimed in the instant application.
